To  take  care  of  all  wanting  to  at- 
tend the  Baptist  College,  the  English 
department  expanded  the  curricu- 
lum to  admit  more  students  who 
needed  remedial  courses  and  those 
who  were  further  advanced.  A  new 
shift  in  requirements  for  the  State 
Teacher  Certificate  brought  the  ad- 
dition of  three  new  courses,  includ- 
ing more  modern  ones.  To  improve 
the  program,  new  faculty  members 
were  employed  to  thoroughly  cover 
a  broader  span  of  time  in  literature. 
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Languages  widen  span  of  knowledge 
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To  complete  a  liberal  arts  degree, 
students  must  take  a  foreign  lan- 
guage that  will  give  them  a  wider 
general  knowledge.  French,  Span- 
ish, German,  Russian,  Greek,  Latin, 
and  Portugese  opened  new  lines  of 
communication  and  aided  in  under- 
standing of  our  own  English  lan- 
guage.

To  help  in  the  courses  on  plants, 
the  biology  department  added  a 
greenhouse.  This  building  was 
divided  into  many  parts.  Each  sec- 
tion represented  a  different  habitat 
for  plants,  so  that  they  might  be  ob- 
served in  their  natural  state.  From 
the  study  of  insects  to  the  anatomy 
of  the  human  body,  biology  covered 
the  structure,  development,  and 
the  processes  of  animals. 
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Psychology  analyzes  the  mind  and 

its  behavior 


These  studies  of  the  human 
mind  and  behavior  showed  stu- 
dents some  of  the  reasons  we  act 
and  react  the  way  we  do.  Courses 
investigated  the  abnormal  aspect 
also,  and  the  causes  for  the  excep- 
tions. This  deep  and  very  wide 
field  was  covered  at  the  Baptist 
College  with  subjects  varying  from 
the  physiological  aspects  to  the 
study  of  children's  minds. 
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Nurses  get  first-hand  experience 


Regular  trips  to  Roper  Hospital 
proved  that  student  nurses  must 
learn  their  classwork.  Here  they 
had  to  take  what  they  were  taught 
and  use  it  on  a  patient.  In  the  two 
year  nursing  program,  a  student 
may  receive  a  license  for  registered 
nursing  upon  passing  the  state  ex- 
amination. Courses  in  the  nursing 
department  varied  from  the  fun- 
damental principles  to  the  study  of 
treating  psychiatric  patients  and  ad- 
ministering drugs.

Students  who  majored  in  busi- 
ness at  the  Baptist  College  shar- 
pened skills  in  accounting  as  well  as 
in  marketing  and  management. 
Case  studies  were  done  in  many 
fields  showing  that  certain  princi- 
ples work  and  that  others  will  not. 
By  work  on  major  projects,  applica- 
tion of  concepts  appeared.  Groups 
of  students  took  on  such  projects  as 
the  development  of  a  football  team, 
the  initial  and  continuing  cost,  and 
the  advantages  and  disadvantages  of 
maintaining  one.

General  conditioning  and  devel- 
opment of  team  skills  gave  students 
an  introduction  to  physical  educa- 
tion. Courses  in  community  health, 
recreation  and  personal  hygiene 
were  available  for  majors  to  com- 
plete their  work.  Students  of 
teaching  and  coaching  gained  a 
knowledge  of  P.E.  through  the 
planning  and  administration  of  ac- 
tivities for  elementary  and  secon- 
dary schools.

Much  progress  was  made  in  the 
Education  department  as  it  estab- 
lished a  firmer  foundation  at  the 
Baptist  College.  Changes  in  the 
state  teacher  certification  pro- 
gram caused  the  department  to 
make  adjustments  to  fit  it.  This 
brought  about  an  addition  of  cour- 
ses and  changes  in  the  number  of 
hours  required.  Students  got  train- 
ing also  in  the  most  modern  tech- 
niques through  the  class  on  audio- 
visuals.
